OTTAWA, Dec, 26.—Canada, port- 
ically titied, “Our Lady of the 
Snows,” went without her off- 
heralded “white Christmas” this 


year, From ocean to ocean, and 
from rugged Arctic shores down to the 
United States boundary, weather 
ruled genoraliy “fair and mild” for 
the Dominion's greatest festival. Snow 
fell at only widely separated points 
across the country. 

Yesterday's lone sub-gero temper- 
ature was listed at Dawson Clty, in 
| Yukon territory, famed for the gold 
}rush of 98. And at Dawson, the 
lowest mercury reading was but two 
degrees below — mild enough for 
parka-garbed residents of the far 
north, Thermometers curtseyed to 
the freezing point at a few spots on 
the prairies, but only rarely in the 
east and not at all at the coast, 

Balmy breeves fanned Vancouver, 
B.O., where temperatures varied be- 
tween 40 and 42 above wero. At 
Battleford, up in northern Gaskat- 
chewan, the mercury at tts lowest was 
six degrees above, but generally on 
the prairies the ruling reading was a 
caressing plus 15 or better, ‘The 
east’s farthest drop was to the 20's 
for the most part, though Saint John, 
N.B., and Charlottetown, P.E.1., lasted 
14 and 15 above as the day's min- 
ima.

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TRIFLING WITH LIFE 

Nothing has yet been done to estab- 
lish gates or other safeguards at the rail- 
way crossing on 96th street. That is the 
most dangerous crossing in the city. It is 
probably one of the most dangerous in 
Canada. A motorist proceeding from 
the south cannot tell until he is on_ the 
tracks whether a train is approaching 
from either direction. A driver going 
south cannot see a train approaching from 
the cast until he is on the rails. 

The city council is carrying a heavy 
load of responsibility in not taking action 
to place protective devices at that point. 
Any day there is liable to be a tragedy 
there, involving loss of life—with damage 
claims and law-suits to follow, The situ- 
ation has existed for years and successive 
councils have deliberately ignored it. Why 
wait until the inevitable happens before 
providing safeguards such as have been 
provided at other crossings in the city 
where there is far less traffic and where 
the view of the tracks is far less ob- 
secured? 


NO MORE BUSINESS POSSIBLE? 


The council has instructed the city 
solicitor to prepare an amending bylaw 
which will free merchants in the city from 
the restriction now enforced upon them 
that they must close their places of busi- 
ness each Wednesday afternoon except 
during the four summer months. 

The change will not, of course, affect 
the five-and-a-half day week for clerks 
that is prescribed in the provincial law. If 
the storekeepers see fit. to make use of 
the freedom accorded them they will have 
to re-arrange their staffs to cover the ex- 
tra half-day or hire more clerks. 

The objections to the removal of the 
restriction were summarized by Alderman 
Sheppard, who stated that the public will 
not spend one more dollar because the 
stores are open Wednesday afternoons, 

If that were known to be a fact, it 
would of course end the argument, Nobody 
in that case would want the stores to keep 
open. And, if shutting up shop in the 
afternoon makes no difference to business, 
why not shut up every afternoon? Assum- 
ing that there is just so much business 
that can be done in Edmonton, and that 
it will be done anyway, the transactions 
could no doubt be got through with in the 
forenoons. 

The difficulty is that this view of the 
question is not known to be correct, and 
cannot be proved. A trial alone can 
show whether or not it is in accord with 
the facts. The protesting aldermen to the 
contrary, the merchants think they can 
do some extra business by keeping open 
Wednesday afternoon. As the objecting 
aldermen are not merchants, and have 
nothing at stake on the issue, they are 
merely opposing theory to experience. 

That business conditions are less fa- 
vorable than usual is a matter of common 
knowledge. What justification could 
there be for refusing to allow the mer- 
chants to try to work up a little additional 
trade by doing business throughout the 
whole of a lawful business day? 


ONCE AGAIN—“THE NEWSPAPERS” 


Some criticism offered by Mr. C. J. 
Yorath as to the policy of the Wheat Pool 
has drawn a response from Mr. R. D. 
Purdy, general manager of the Pool, But 
this reply does not confine itself to Mr. 
Yorath and his argument. Instead, bank- 
ers, businessmen and newspapers are in- 
cluded in one sweeping accusation of gen- 
eral hostility to the Pool. That changes 
the nature of the discussion from a “pri- 
vate fight” to a controversy in which the 
parties arraigned are entitled to be heard 

It is stated by Mr. Purdy that “a few 
bankers and a few businessmen and news- 
papers commended the course the Pool 
was taking” last year in holding grain for 
higher prices. But when “it became ob- 
vious” that the Pool had made a mistake, 
“lukewarm friendliness changed to criti- 
cism, the volume of which has now 
reached a crescendo unparalleled in the 
history of this or any other country.” 
And “finally, the provincial governments 
came to the aid of the Pool and in doing 
so, instead of gaining the commendation 
of those it might te been expected 
would like to see the farming industry 
protected, only increased the wild 
criticism.” 

There are three several statements 
here, purporting to show the attitude of 
the newspapers toward the Pool. The first 


may be correct, if emphasis is placed upon 
the fact that only a “few” newspapers 
commended the Pool in holding wheat 
when the price was sliding. Most news- 
papers, not pretending to omniscience in 
the marketing of wheat, assumed that the 
Pool management knew what it was doing 
and that it was competent to attend to its 
own “particular business”. If they think 
differently now they are generously re- 
fraining from saying 80. 

The other two statements are exact 
reversals of fact. There has been no 
“crescendo” of criticism from the news- 
papers because the Pool management 
guessed wrong. On the contrary, the con- 
sistent view of western papers has been 
that the Pool management made a mis- 
take, not that it committed a crime, and 
that the organization was deserving of 
sympathy rather than censure. 

Neither was there any chorus of “wild 
criticism” when the provincial govern- 
ments guaranteed the losses of the Pool. 
The facts are on record, These are that 
the newspapers, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, approved the guarantee as being the 
better of a bad choice. Nor have the 
newspapers been doing any whining be- 
cause, the guarantee having been given, 
there is a growing prospéct that it will 
have to be made good. 

Seemingly the newspapers, along with 
the bankers, businessmen, and the general 
public, are not getting very much thanks 
from the Pool management for the for- 
bearance they have shown in withholding 
criticism and the support they have given 
to every measure proposed for extricating 
that organization from the predicament 
into which it floundered. 

But there is no use trying to unload 
the troubles of the Pool onto the news- 
papers, or any other agency, influence, 
group or class outside its own manage- 
ment. That is where the responsibility 
belongs, and that is where it will have to 
remain. 


40 Years Ago Today 


From the files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


As a result of the proceed'ngs at its last session 
the Northwest assembly has been favored with @ 
measure of public interest not hitherto accorded it, 
On former occasions the duty of the local legislature, 
whether known a5 council or assembly, did not extend 
beyond the ordinary matters of local law-making But 
on this occasion while th: law-making and amend- 
ing business had to be proc eded with as usual, owing 
to the action of the exeeutive—that is of the Neuten- 
ant governor—the assembly was practically placed on 
trial for its life—wes required to show cause why 
it should exist as the legislative body which the 
Northwest act declared it to be, instead of the merely 
advisory body with the lieutenant governor wished to 
make it.*** 

The majority felt that the advisory councill had 
betrayed the assembly ond the country as the price of 
securing office for th msclves, and therefore could 
not vote to endorce their executive actions—were in 
fact compelled to yote want of confidence in them, 
and as a last resort to s‘cure their removal from 
control to which they attained by improper means, 
to refuse to vote the supplies, that ts to refuse to 
allow the executive to’ expend that portion of the 
funds raised directly from the people of the Territories 
of which the assembly was then admitted to have 
full control. As a result of that vote the advisers 
resigned, The lieutenant governor was unable to get 
any other four to take o.fice on the disreputable terms 
on which Dr. Brett and his colleagues had accepted 
it, the assembly made provision for the distribution of 
the ‘Territorial monies of whieh their control was ad- 
mitted, and the seasion closed.

Tuesday: Breakfast—Retoasted breakfast ood

Dinner—Leg of mutton, 
tomatoes and okra en casserole, salad of cold cooked 
beets, lettuce and cucumber, prune whip. 

Wednesday: Breakfast—Coddled egg, toasted 
cereal biscuit, stewed figs. Lunch-—Buttered carrots 
and peas, salad of shredded spinach and_ parsley. 
Dinner—Baked white fish, string beans, beets, Mc- 
Coy salad, no dessert. 

Thursday: Breakfust--Glass of grapejuice 30 
minutes before breakfast; crisp bacon, well browned 
waffle. Dinner—Celery, ripe olives; celery soup, arti- 
choke salad; Baked ham or chicken; “stuffed egg- 
plant, Brussels sprouts; baked peaches a la mude, 
Supper—Minced chicken in tomato Jelly; or cold 
sliced ham; combination salad of lettuce; tomatoes, 
cucumber and cooked beets. 

Friday: Breakfast—French omelet, Melba toast, 
stewed prunes. Lunch—8-ounce glass of buttermilk ;

Thomas Carlyle was fond of cats, but for many 
years it was difficult to keep them contented in his 
home. In a household that had to be operated with 
the "strictest economy, the cat-fare was unattractive. 
Mrs. Carlyle did not regard these creatures as pets, 
but as domestic servants whose duty it was to keep 
mice away. She expected them to provide most of 
their food, For a pet she had a dog, nero. 

Naturally the pusses desired more varied eating. 
One poor creature, her stomach empty, stole a 
herring and was revengefully drowned by the maid- 
of-all-work. Two others deserted, going off, presum- 
ably, to some place where rations were more plentiful, 

What became of a pretty cat named Columbine 
we do not know, Nor has the fate of still another 
one—whose name has not been preserved—been 
recorded. However, the latter was the object of 
considerable censure on the part of Mrs, Carlyle, This 
is shown by a letter she once wrote to her maid, 
Jessie, from Folkestone, where she had gone to get 
the sea air. Mr. Carlyle also was away from home 
at the time and his wife hoped that he would not 
return before she did, so that she would be able to 
set the house in order and keep it so, For fear that 
he would arrive early she wrote Jessie a long letter of 
instructions, closing with: 

“T still hope that he may not come ‘till I myself 
am home first; but if she should, there is one thing 
which you would not think of without being told 
That cat! I wish she were dead! But I can’t shorten 
her days, because, you see, my dear, wee doggie (the 
favored Nero) likes her. Well, there she is! And as 
long as she attends Mr, Carlyle at his meals (and 
she doesn’t care a sheaf of tobacco for him at any 
other time) so long will Mr. Carlyle continue to give 
her bits of meat and driblets of milk, to the rutna- 
tion of earpets and heerthrugs! I have over and over 
again pointed out to him the stains she has made, 
but he won't believe them her doings. And the din- 
ing room carpet was so old and ugly that it wasnt 
worth rows with one’s husband about, Now, however, 
that nice new cloth must be protected against the cat 
abuse, So what I wish is that you would shut up 
the ereature when Mr. Carlyle has breakfast, dinner, 
or tea, and if he remarks on her absence, say it was 
my express wish. He has no idea what a selfish, 
immoral, improper beast she ts, nor what mischief she 
does to the carpets.” 

It will be noted that Mrs. Carlyle k8pt the cat not 
because Mr, Carlyle liked her, but because the dog 
did

more (if we are in good health and 
normal) but never wholly we escape 
the more physiological shaping of 
our mood and energy and become 
subject to the reflective one

that ts what happens at 20. It a 
stage of conflict in finding one’s 
mature self, of feeling that at least 
you are on the way to it.

At least depression would never 
have bit us by the grace—or the 
disgrace—of our own fault. 

If we had only remembered early 
enough that no business can be 
financially sound unless it is soci- 
ally sound, we should long since have 
produced social inventions—by which 
I mean policies and procedures— 
that would have gone far towards 
preventing economic depression, 

(1) We should have remembered 
that our business and industrial 
system stands or falls by what it 
does to the consumer, and s0 we 
should have seen to it that the con- 


sumer had, as I have said 60 often, 


money with which to buy and leisure 
in which to use the output of our 
bu-iness and industrial system, and, 
above all, we should have watched 
with an eagle eye the unrealism of 
the stock market that brought a 


| collapse that scared the consumer 


into withholding from free play even 
the buying power that he has. 

(2) We shou'd have remembered 
that security of employment for the 
worker is just as important as se- 
curity of investment for the em- 
ployer, for 2,000,000 or 5,000,000 


joblecs workers mean that many less | 


paying customers. 

(3) We should have remembered 
that individualism is not a thing 
that can be left to run wild in a 
machine age, and we should long 
since have set about devising ways 
and means of prohibiting excessive 
investment in plants that will bring 
at leart temporary overproduction. 
This would not be crushing indivi- 
dualism, It would be simply pre- 
venting individualism from crushing 
itself, 

I am enormously interested in 
hearing important business and in- 
dustrial leaders today advocating 
uch measures when ten years ago 
they were passing them by as dang- 
erously radical theories, 

Some of the radicalisms of a de- 
cade ago are becoming the slogans 
of business and industrial leader- 
ship today, for they are seen to be 
essentially conservative measures 
that will prevent our business and 
industrial system from committing 
suicide, 

Neces*ity is becoming the mother
